The International 
Shooting Union — 


How Does It Operate? 


by A.J. Palmer, O.B.E. 


Precision Shooting is indeed 
privileged to present to its readers 
the following timely and most in- 
teresting article by the 
distinguished retired Editor of The 
Rifleman, Official Journal of the 
National Smallbore_ Rifle 
Association of Great Britain, The 
Honorable A.J. Palmer, Order of 
the British Empire. Many of you 
have had the honor of meeting Mr. 
Palmer, long-time Secretary of the 
N.S.R.A. Re-elected to the ISU 
Council, he served as a member of 
the Jury of Appeal during the Olym- 
pic Games at Munich. His defense 
of the 300-meter event in future 
Olympic Games is of vital interest 
to those of us in the U.S. who are 
alarmed over the report that the In- 
ternational Olympic Committee is 
dropping this classic of all shooting 
events from the 1976 program.

Coming so soon after a report to 
the Council that the Montreal Olym- 
pic Games shooting programme 
will repeat that at Munich, a 
statement in the December 1972 
issue of ‘International Shooting 
Sport’ is, to put it mildly, disturbing. 

This, written by its Editor Karl 
Heinz Lanz, tells us that the In- 
ternational Olympic Committee will 
not include the Free Rifle 300 
metres event in Montreal 1976. 

Though the ISU Council was told 
during its final meeting in Munich 
that its bid for women’s shooting 
events in 1976 had failed (and 
strangely the International Olympic 


Committee had agreed rowing 
events for women) no hint of this 
tragic exclusion of our Classic 
event was announced. We can only 
hope that it is only a ‘proposal’ from 
the 1OC which awaits opposition 
from the ISU. 

This is the event for which Gary 
Anderson, seven times a _ world 
champion, set the world record of 
1153 in the 1964 Tokyo Olympic 
Games, increased it to 1156 at the 
1966 World Championships and to 
1157 at the Mexico Olympic Games 
in 1968. He still holds the world 
record. 

There have, of course, been at- 
tempts to outlaw the Small-bore 
Free Rifle event, but never has the 
future of the Big-bore Classic been 
in question. 

Formed in 1907 

Whilst awaiting a happy outcome 
from what must be strongly fought 
opposition to the |OC’s apparent in- 
tention, let us pay tribute to those 
many enthusiasts who, by their hard 
work and idealism, against self- 
interest and apathy, created the In- 
ternational Shooting Union. 

Regrettably no official history 
exists. Karl Larsson, who revived 
the Union as Secretary General and 
President of its Technical Com- 
mittee in 1947, always intended to 
write one. So did the President from 
1947 to 1960, Erik Carlsson. Lar- 
sson had the most prodigious 
memory and being a journalist 
would have produced what could 
have been a most fascinating story. 
Erik Larsson, a newspaper 
proprietor, whose memoirs were a 
masterpiece in modern literature, 
would have produced an equally in- 
teresting history. Both men have 
passed away, nor do we know 
whether they left any records upon 
which such an history could be 
written. 
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We know that the Union was for- 
med at a meeting in Zurich, Swit- 
zerland, on July 17 in 1907. It was 
attended by representatives from 
Argentina, Belgium, France, 
Greece, Holland, Italy, Austria and 
Switzerland. It was quite impromptu 
— held in the telegraph office on 
Zurich railway station There were 
no chairs — a Standing Convention 
in fact!! 

Aniel Merillon who was then 
chairman of the French Shooting 
Union, was elected the first 
President. Another Frenchman, M. 
Lermusiau, was the first Secretary 
General. 

The French had been responsible 
for starting, in 1897, what we now 
know as World Shooting Cham- 
pionships. The main event has 
always been the Free Rifle 300 
metres Three-positions match, but 
with minor variations of present day 
conditions. It was to form the In- 
ternational Union and to establish a 
regular programme of World Cham- 
pionships that the ‘Standing Con- 
ference’ was held. 


According to one source of in- 
formation, the championships were 
shot annually from 1897 until 1914, 
when sport shooting was suspen- 
ded by the more aggressive kind. 

The Secretariat of the ISU, and 
no doubt the Presidency, stayed 
with the French, who revived ac- 
tivities after World War 1. We know 
that the 1921 Championships were 
shot at Lyons, France. There were 
also World Championships in 
Granada, Spain 1933, Italy 1935 and 
Helsinki, Finland in 1937. There 
may have been other Cham- 
pionships during the 1920’s. But it 
was not until our Swedish friends 
Erik Carlsson and Karl Karsson got 
together that the Union began to 
spread throughout the world of 
shooting. Carlsson was a wealthy 
and generous man, and funds are 
necessary for any new project. Lar- 
sson, whose basic idealism was 
world peace, saw in the ISU the op- 
portunity to transpose aggressive 
shooting to sport shooting. Let us 
pray that one day, soon, those 
ideals will become manifest. 

Despite the limited publicity 
which sport shooting enjoys on 
television, radio and in the press of 
most countries, the International 
Shooting Union is one of the largest 
International Sports Federations 
with membership of 92 nations. At 
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Munich 69 of those nations were 
represented which, nationally 
speaking, was exceeded only by 
athletics and boxing. And, due to 
the fantastic visual aids which the 
German Association installed on 
those fabulous ranges at Munich, 
shooting is now a spectator sport. 
1.S.U. CONSTITUTION 

The ISU is governed by its 
General Assembly. Its purpose is to 
promote and guide the develop- 
ment of the amateur shooting 
sports and to strengthen the bonds 
of friendship with equality between 
the shooting associations and 
federations of all nations irrespec- 
tive of political, racial and religious 
creeds. 

Unfortunately the ‘irrespective of 
political creeds’ piece is sometimes 
abused, as for example the recent 
Russian proposal to exclude from 
the Union the Shooting Federations 
of South Africa and Rhodesia for 
the policy of race discrimination in 
those countries. There have also 
been ‘slanted’ proposals of a 
similar nature from the same source 
or from their politically influenced 
countries. But happily good sense 
and firm control from the Chair has 
prevailed. 


To ensure close ties between the 
ISU and the International Olympic 
Committee, all national shooting 
federations must be officially 
recognized by their National Olym- 
pic Committee and must, of course, 
conform to the ISU Statutes. This 
explains the inclusion of ‘amateur’ 
in the purpose of the ISU as written 
into its Constitution. The ISU is 
obliged to enfore the rules of 
amateurism as determined by the 
1O0C — but that is another story 
altogether. 

Forming the General Assembly 
are two representatives from each 
Member Nation if it pays the full an- 
nual affiliation fee of US $300 as 
from January 1, 1973, or one vote 
for small Nations paying half fees. 
The General Assembly meets only 
at two-yearly intervals — at the 
World Championships and at the 
Olympic Games. 

Among the responsibilities of the 
General Assembly is the election of 
the President and three Vice 
Presidents. Though there is no 
guideline all three Vice Presidents 
could — though it is extremely 
unlikely — be citizens of the same 
country. As it is, the present Vice

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Presidents live within a few hun- 
dred miles of each other, in Athens, 
Bucharest and Cairo. 

The General Assembly has many 
other responsibilities including the 
election of the Secretary General 
who is paid, the chairman of the 
Technical and Section Committees, 
and of the Council. It appoints a 
Committee of Auditors, approves 
general and fundamental rules, 
delegating to its Council the ap- 
proval of the more technical rules, 
and the choice of venue for World 
Championships by secret ballot. 
Elections are also by secret ballot 
— those candidates who receive 
the highest number of votes in ex- 
cess of 50 per cent of the total num- 
ber of votes (present at that par- 
ticular meeting) are elected. For the 
remaining places, that is those who 
do not receive 50%, there is 
another ballot and whether or not 
they receive 50% those who have 
the highest number of votes for the 
remaining places are elected. 

This procedure was applied for 
election of the three Vice 
Presidents during the Munch (1972) 
Assemblies when Vichos (Greece) 
and Earani (Rumania) received 
more than 50% at which stage the 
President declined to reveal the

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votes cast for other nominees when 
requested to do so from the floor. It 
is known, however, that the man 
who had third highest votes (50), of 
the next man failed to get election 
in the re-vote by one only, nor did 
any of the four men involved in the 
re-vote poll 50% of the total. It 
seems odd that 50% is required for 
the first ballot but not for the re- 
vote. One would have thought that 
the re-vote is required specifically 
to ensure that 50% of the members 
are in support. 

Meeting annually the Council is 
elected by the General Assembly 
and comprises the President, three 
Vice Presidents, Secretary General, 
chairmen of the Technical and Sec- 
tion Committees and, by election, 
ten other equally and experienced 
members. Additionally each Con- 
tinental Confederation is entitled to 
nominate a Council member, viz. 
South America, South Pacific, Asia 
and Europe. A move is afoot to form 
the African Shooting Confederation 
though | gather that the 
preliminaries did not include con- 
sultation with some of the more 
active member nations particularly 
those in southern Africa. 

Perhaps the most important body 
is the Executive Committee which 
organizes the working of the Union, 
and should meet twice each year. 
The officers of the Union, 
(President, Vice-presidents, 
Secretary-general), the chairman of 
the Technical Committee and three 
Council members make up the 9- 
man Presidium. Currently two are 
Americans — General Maxwell 
Rich who is one of the three elected 
members and Michael Tipa who is

chairman of the Tehnical Com- 
mittee. Other countries serving on 
this Presidium are Switzerland, 
Greece, Rumania, Egypt, West Ger- 
many, Japan, and Russia to serve 
the interests of sport shooting in 92 
nations. 

There are several other com- 
mittees and sub-committees such 
as the Medical, the Judges, the 
Minutes, the Statues or Constitution 
and the Amateur Status. The four 
Section Committees whose chair- 
men are elected in General Assem- 
bly and whose other six members in 
each Committee are elected by 
Council, are purely advisory and 
their function is somewhat 
nebulous. They are rarely convened 
unless a particularly enthusiastic 
chairman brings the members 
together during an Olympic Games 
or World Championships. They ad- 
vise the Technical Committee. | . 
belonged to the former Small-bore 
Rifle Section committee for seven- 
teen years and only once, was | 
consulted and that on a subject 
which was the chairman’s par- 
ticular speciality. 


It is of course desirable that not 
only are the most experienced men 
chosen for jobs most suited to 
them; that the type of shooting, 
rifle/pistol/clay/moving, is served by 
those in whom their interest lies; 
that people chosen are available 
and free to attend meetings in other 
countries at any time; that they are 
free to express their views in the in- 
terests of world sport-shooting; and 
above all that the widest possible 
representation worldwide is com- 
bined in the work and direction of 
the International Union. To ensure 
this, as far as is possible, and it is 
an Herculean task, the General 
Assembly appoints an Elections 
Committee whose function is to 
suggest nominations for elections 
by the General Assembly, and by 
the Council. Those chosen for this 
ad hoc commitee are drawn from 
various parts of the world to ensure 
the widest possible representation 
and they should be and most 
always are men of integrity who will 
subjugate their nations intersts and 
friendships in their task of naming 
the best man for the many respon- 
sible tasks. At Munich the Election 
Committee was chaired by a Greek 
and other members came from 
Britain, Japan, USA and USSR. 
They met five times and deliberated 
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for over eleven hours. Though there 
were nominations from the floor 
during the subsequent elections, it 
is interesting to record that all the 
nominees were, in fact, elected. 


Another ad hoc committee is for- 
med to study the proposals from 
National shooting federations to the 
General Assembly. To the Assembly 
at its second meeting their 
suggestions are submitted either 
for adoption, rejection or for 
reference to an appropriate 
specialist committee. Represen- 
tatives of those countries which 
make the proposals to General 
Assembly are entitled to be present 


when the ad hoc committee 
debates such proposals. At the 
Munich gatherings last year a 


Rumanian vice-president chaired 
the committee of seven, the others 
coming from East Germany, Den- 
mark, Japan, West Germany, a 
Swiss who is permanently resident 
in Venezuela and America’s Mike 
Tipa. 


Tipa’s Technical Committee is 
formed of six other members, four 
of them being the chairmen of the 
Section committees. They come 
from Rumania (Tipa is also of 
Rumanian extraction), Russia, East 
Germany, Italy, Sweden and Swit- 
zerland. 


There is a Medical Committee 
comprised entirely of Europeans, 
from Rumania, Russia, Yugoslavia, 
ast Germany, Italy, Belgium and 
Switzerland, and it has been 
working on a project to arrange a 
Medical Congress to take place 
during the World Shooting Cham- 
pionships in 1974. To quote — ‘“‘this 
Medical Congress is to deal with 
methodoligical, medical and 
psychological problems in_ sport 
shooting.” 


With so many Committees, and 
the reader will have noticed the em- 
phasis on Europe in their mem- 
bership, communication is of 
paramount importance and. this, 
regrettably, is not the least 
criticized feature of the ISU, as for 
example, the matter of the Free 
Rifle 300 metres event at Montreal. 


The Union’s official maagazine 
‘International Shooting Sport’, 
published six times per annum in 
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English, French, Spanish and Ger- 
man, should contain a_ regular 
feature entitled ‘Official An- 
nouncements’ for which the 
President and/or the Secretary 
General should be responsible.

Getting Into Position 


How many times have you heard 
a shooter say, ‘Il couldn’t find my 
position today,’’ or, “I lost my 
position in the middle of the string,”’ 
or, “my position seemed to be 
changing’’? All of these statements 
are characteristic of, and related to, 
a very critical phase of target 
shooting technique. This is what 
the shooter does to get himself into 
position or to replace his rifle in 
position after each shot in such a 
way that his position is perfectly 
repeated each time. 

The techniques of getting into 
position are techniques that are 
usually neglected in the _ in- 
structions and descriptions of the 
positions themselves. A class on 
the standing position, for example, 
almost never says anything about 
the techniques a shooter should 
use to get himself into that position. 

It is very important for any 
shooter who aspires to success to 
realize that absolute position 
repetition is extremely essential to 
producing good consistent scores. 
A few minutes spent observing how 
a successful shooter gets into 
position compared to how a begin- 
ning shooter gets into position will 
certainly state the point. A cham- 
pion shooter can be seen taking 
several additional seconds to 
prepare his position for each shot 
and will make many minute ad- 
justments in his exact body position 
as he holds the rifle; additional time 
and adjustments which the begin- 
ning shooter never makes. 

The techniques of getting into a 
shooting position can be divided 
into two basic phases. The first 
phase is the initial act of getting 
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into position to begin firing in that 
particular position. The second is 
the repetition which takes place 
each time the rifle is placed to the 
shooter’s shoulder to fire one par- 
ticular shot. 

One of the marks of a champion 
shooter is that each time he gets 
into position, whether it be prone, 
kneeeling or standing, he never 
varies the position or its orientation 
to the target. He has developed a 
technique for getting into that 
position which is so precise that he 
can easily sense when he _ has 
changed some part of the postion 
relative to all of the other parts of 
the position. 

Many shooters, when they are 
learning a position, may build this 
initial position by marking with 
chalk on the range floor where the 
feet and knee, in the case of 
kneeling, are to be placed in order 
to get back in the same position 
each time. Other shooters may 
mark on their shooting mat how the 
feet and knee are placed. Once a 
shooter has developed his positions 
to a high state of training, this will 
not be necessary because the 
shooter should then be able to 
locate his body simply by feel. 

Each shooter should have certain 
orientation points which he uses to 
locate his body. In the standing 
position he should determine the 
angle between the feet, how far 
apart they are, as well as the angle 
between a line drawn through the 
balls of his feet and the plane of 
fire. In the kneeling position, these 
orientation points will include not 
only the feet but also the right knee 
and the angle it points away from 
the target. In the prone position this 
angle is determined by the direction 
which the body deviates from the 
plane of fire. The new shooter, in 
particular, should make special 
note of these orientation points, 
either by noting them in a shooting 
diary or some other type of written 
record which he can keep with his 
equipment. 


The building of the remainder of 
the position is also dependent upon 
precise orientation points. Most 
shooters, for example, mark on the 
forearm the exact placement of the 
handstop for each position. They 
also mark the sling adjustment and 
the adjustment of the butt plate for 
each position. Keeping a careful 
record of these adjustments and the 
variations which are necessary to 
compensate for different ranges is 
an important part of building an 
initial position that exactly 
duplicates the position of the day 
before. 

Once the shooter has gotten into 
position, he should always attempt 
to check and perfect this initial 
position by dry firing a few times. 
The basic check points are: one, 
whether the point of aim is oriented 
precisely on the target; and two, 
whether the body feels correct. 

Every trained shooter knows what 
the concept of point of aim means 
and that each position does have a 
natural point of aim. Many shooters, 
however, neglect to take the extra 
time needed to precisely orient this 
point of aim on the bull. These 
shooters do not exercise enough 
self-discipline to orient the point of 
aim on the bull. They do not realize 
that this is one of the fundamental 
and most important aspects of get- 
ting into position. 

The use of ‘‘body feel’’ is an im- 
portant technique in building the 
initial position. Each shooter should 
develop certain check points which 
he goes through in order to deter- 
mine if his body feels right. For 
example, in the standing position, 
he should be able to quickly sense 
how the muscles in his legs feel 
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and how they are being used, how 
his back feels, whether the muscles 
of the left shoulder and arm are ac- 
tually being relaxed and whether he 
has a proper sensation of control 
over the rifle. A quick mental review 
of the check points of ‘‘body feel’’ 
which each shooter should develop 
is an essential part of not only 
building the initial position, but also 
of preparing to fire each successive 
shot. 

There are three basic techniques 
for firing each successive shot or of 
repeating the position. These are: 
one, to keep the rifle on the 
shoulder for a succession of shots; 
two, to drop the butt plate from the 
shoulder but leave the left arm in 
position; and three, to take the en- 
tire rifle, including the left arm, out 
of position. 

The decision on which of these 
techniques to use depends not only 
on the position the shooter uses but 
also on his state of training. A 
beginning shooter, for example, 
may have to take the rifle com- 
pletely out of position even in prone 
after only a few shots. A highly 
trained shooter might even attempt 
to keep the rifle in position for a 
succession of shots even in the 
very fatiguing standing position. 

As a general rule, the rifle should 
be kept on the shoulder for at least 
a ten shot string in prone. It should 
be dropped from the shoulder while 
leaving the left arm in position for 
kneeling and should be taken com- 
pletely down out of position in stan- 
ding. 


In the prone position, the most 
successful technique has been to 
leave the rifle in position in the 
case of small bore, although the 
300 meter rifle generally is taken 
down from the shoulder after each 
shot because the recoil of that rifle 
changes the position more 
dramatically. Every shooter should 
attempt to develop a prone position 
loading technique which allows the 
rifle to be kept on the shoulder and 
which causes a minimum disruption 
of the position. Development of 
such a loading technique not only 
improves the speed of the shooter, 
but also minimizes the times when 
the shooter has to make extensive 
motions to place the rifle back in 
position on the shoulder. 

In the Kneeling position, it is 
more important for the shooter to 
have a few moments of rest and 
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thus it is better to drop the rifle 
down off of the shoulder after each 
shot. This should be done by 
leaving the left arm in place and by 
being careful that this arm location 
and the placement of the sling are 
not changed. Putting the rifle back 
in position simply requires sliding 
the butt plate back up on the 
shoulder. Some shooters have now 
developed a kneeling technique 
where they leave the rifle on the 
shoulder for a succession of shots, 
but this technique appears suc- 
cessful only for highly trained 
marksmen. 

In standing, holding the rifle in 
position is much more exhausting 
than in the other two positions and 
taking a few seconds to rest the 
body from this effort is essential to 
a continuation of good shooting 
results throughout the entire match. 
The shooter should have a bench, 
rest or stool on which he can rest 
either the butt or forearm of the rifle 
in such a way that he can actually 
relax the muscle of the back and 
arms so that they do not have to 
continue holding the rifle up. 

The use of this rest should be 
developed in such a way that a 
minimum amount of motion and lif- 
ting effort is necessary to place the 
rifle back into position. Many 
shooters have made tripod stands 
on which to rest the rifle, which 
necessitate dropping the rifle down 
only a few inches to reach the rest. 

The really important part of get- 
ting into any position comes not 
only in developing an efficient 
system of lifting the rifle back into 
position, but also in developing a 
technique for settling the rifle and 
body into the same precise and 
exactly repeated position each time 
a shot is to be fired. Here the wat- 
chword is care. A shooter should 
teach himself to take at least as 
long settling the rifle and body into 
position as he does in firing the 
shot. If he rushes this phase of 
firing the shot, it becomes much 


more difficult to achieve a steady 
hold. 


Repeating the firing position in 
exactly the same way can only be 
done if each part of the body which 
functions as an essential part of the 
position is mentally checked and 
located exactly. Observation of 
most champion shooters will show 
that they spend a lot of time 
carefully settling the rifle down into 
position by moving the muzzle of 
the rifle back and forth or up and 
down in order to get the body 
worked into its precise orientation 
on the target. 


An important technique to 
develop is to learn to recognize 
when this has not been done well 
enough and to break the hold and 
begin settling the rifle back into 
position all over again. Sometimes 
it may be necessary to actually set- 
tle the rifle and body into position 
two or three or four times before the 
point of aim and body sensations 
are such that the shooter may 
proceed with the firing of the shot. 


If a shooter recognizes that get- 
ting into position, not only initially 
but also for the firing of each shot, 
is actually one of the important 
ingredients to markmanship suc- 
cess, then he has learned one of 
the vital fundamentals of shooting. 
External observation by a coach 
cannot usually determine whether 
this has been done, so the only way 
to properly apply this fundamental 
of marksmanship is for the shooter 
himself to learn to recognize the 
orientation and check points of the 
position and to Know whether the 
point of aim is oriented on the 
target. Usually, it is a matter of self- 
discipline as to whether the 
marksman will actually make the 
extra effort needed to continually 
check the feel and orientation of 
his position. If he does this, his 
results will certainly show it.

“Barrel Cleaning” 


Barrel fouling has held my in- 
terest for several months, mainly af- 
ter reading your comments in PS 
and also comments on this from a 
couple of BR shooter friends. 

While | haven’t used anything but 
Hoppe’s and J-B compound, which 
seem to be the most popular items 
in fouling removal | have noticed 
that with regular barrels, i.e., non- 
BR grade, Hoppe’s is a slow way to 
remove fouling. Also dipping a 
brush into a bottle of Hoppe’s does 
foul the Hoppe’s and if BR shooters 
who do dip a brush into Hoppe’s 
would pour their Hoppe’s in a clear 
glass bottle they would notice par- 
ticles of carbon in it and also that 
the Hoppe’s is changing in color 
from a light brown to green, 
providing the brush they use is 
brass or bronze. | for one can’t go 
along with dipping the brush into a 
bottle of Hoppe’s for these two 
reasons. 

Also for barrels that are normally

fouled a much easier method of 
removing same is to plug the muz- 
zle and fill the bore with Hoppe’s 
and allow this to stand over night. 
This isn’t with out it’s pitfalls 
though. If you spill Hoppe’s while 
filling the bore it is likely to run into 
the action and soften any bedding 
compound that may have been 
used. 

In order to fill the bore a 12cc 
syringe was purchased along with 
needle and this is used to fill the 
bore. If a little care is used there is 
no problem. One thing that has to 
be watched is the gas port. If filled 
too full then Hoppe’s can leak out 
the gas port and again end up in 
the bedding area. You could also 
shoot the Hoppe’s out the gas port 
when using the syringe but use a 
little care and no troubles will 
result. 

Allow the gun to stand on it’s 
muzzle overnight and pull the plug 
to drain the Hoppe’s. This will

generally remove all fouling except 
right at the muzzle where the plug 
was. | use a deep but small con- 
tainer to catch the Hoppe’s that 
was used in the barrel and then 
stand the barrel in this container 
with the Hoppe’s from the barrel for 
another period of several hours and 
this removes the small amount of 
fouling at the muzzle. On these 
barrels that are heavily fouled a 
second application as above will 
get all the fouling. 

For several years | cleaned 
barrels as per the instructions on 
the Hoppe’s container but must ad- 
mit that it wasn’t until just recently 
that fouling kind of caught my 
fancy. Just for the heck of it, not too 
long ago, | cleaned a .25/06 at least 
once a day and would leave a coat 
of Hoppe’s in the barrel overnight. 
This went on for over a week and 
damned if | could see that | was 
making any headway. But it made 
for good sales of cleaning patches. 

| know, in reading PS, that some 
shooters run a dry brush thru the 
bore first. Wouldn’t it be best to use 
a patch wet with a cleaning agent 
first to remove powder deposits? It 
would seem to me that a brush — 
and a dry one at that — would tend 
to scratch the bore due to the 
powder and primer residue being 
carbon for the most part which is 
pretty hard. 

Mentioned to John Amber of the 
Gun Digest that | was thinking 
about buying several different 
makes of bore cleaners and run- 
ning tests on them to see which 
would be most effective. At the time 
! wasn’t thinking about an article on 
this but John said it sounded in- 
teresting. Needless to say this 
would be rather crude as to the 
results obtained without a lob to 
check the results and hence would 
be more of an eyeball test than 
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anything and | have no doubts that 
of all the commercial bore cleaners 
Hoppe’s will prove most effective, 
discounting any of the paste type 
cleaners, which | don’t intend 
using. 

One other thing before | quit, the 
syringe I’m using is one of the 
throw away types made of plastic. 
Have used this one several times 
but it is getting harder to use as the 
Hoppe’s is eating the plastic a bit, 
even though | wash it out in warm 
soapy water after every use. But the 
price was right at 25 cents, needle 
cost 40 cents.

| am a new shooter, or at least a 
new benchrest competitor. | have 
followed with much interest Bob 
Pease, and his TNT aricle, and your 
technical column. 

Let’s get technical. | have ob- 
served a peculiar thing on my case 
necks. | have a Remington 40XBR, 
a .222 TNT and a .3O8TNT. | use the 
outside neck turning device by For- 
ster Appelt, then arrive at the 
desired size by using a Pindell tool 
and ball mike (Lufkin). On rifle | had 
cases made by the previous owner 
and they were lathe cut and fit per- 
fectly. 

On my cases there is a thin spot 
on the leading edge of the case 
neck. This band is about .025 in- 
ches in width. | have the same band 
on cases trimmed from normal 
length to a short length of .125 less 
than normal. | assumed this to be 
die wear or the new necks stret- 
ching but it appears even on the 
brand new brass when the case is 
drastically shortened. Why? What 
causes it? Is this the infamous Beer 
Barrel Neck case?

We have never had the ex- 
perience you relate. For this reason 
it is thought that your problem is in 
your turning tool or in your ad- 
justment and operation of the tool. 

Does the pilot which goes inside 
the neck fit the neck closely? Does 
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the pilot have any ridges or steps? 
Does the pilot enter the neck well 
before the cutter starts working? Is 
there plenty of room in the cutter 
housing for the full depth of the 
neck? 

That thin spot just has to be 
caused by the turning tool. Let me 
know how you make out.

Your questions regarding neck 
wall thickness cannot be answered 
with anything but opinion. There 
are too many variables to even at- 


tempt any kind of a scientific test. 

My opinion is that in the .224 
calibers, and possibly the 6x47, the 
neck wall thickness can be bet- 
ween .010” and .011’. Some ad- 
vantage in bullet alignment and 
uniformity of neck tension does ac- 
cure. Many bench rest shooters 
prefer to have the neck tension 
such that it just holds the bullet in 
place during reasonably careful 
handling. This seems to give the 
most uniform results and generally 
makes the selection of the best 
load a little easier. 

It is also my opinion that the 
larger calibers would be improved 
by this treatment. 

The 700 Remington Varmint 
Special is not available in .308 
caliber.

This is from Saunders Gun and 
Machine Co. and is of the quality 
that shooters are used to seeing 
from Dick.

The old one has been 
revised and includes the ‘‘STOOL
